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FISHERIES. 

On the Natural History and Economical 
Uses oj the Cod, Capelin and Cuttle-fish 
and Seal, as they occur on the Banks of 
Newfoundland, and the Coasts of that 
Island, and Labrador. Communicated 
in a Letter to Professor Jameson', by W. 
E. Cormac: Esq. Read before the Wer- 
nerian Natural History Society. 

The following puper which we extract 
from a volume of the Edinburgh Philoso- 
phical. Journal, wan written some years ago, 
and cannot fail to be interesting to all who 
look forward to the future greatness of 
this country. Vancouver's Island and the 
adjacent coast on the north-west part of Hie 
■continent, bear a Rtnking resemblance, in 
physical features and never-failing resour- 
ces in fisheries, to Newfoundland and the 
Labrador coast, with tho additional advan- 
tage of ft milder climate, and susceptible of 
greater agricultural deyeloperoont. We 
view it as a duty on the part of the govern- 
ment to foster by every rational means our 
fisheries ; and that it becomes tho people 
to emulate the example of our hardy 
brethren in Newfoundland and the Lower 
'Provinces, in their dovelopement. In 
China, Australia, Mexico, South America, 
Brazils, Sandwich Islands, and the United 
States, we will find a remunerative market, 
juul all it requires is labor and capital 
to create exports that will turn the balance | 
pf trade in our favor : 

Of the f}shos of tho British North Amer- 
ican sens, tho must ubundf4.pt is, nt the' 
same time, the most important to man. 
The cod (Gadus Morhua) here holds do- 1 
minion over all the habitable parts of the 
ocean, — from the outer edges of the great 
banks of Newfoundland! which are more 
than 300 miles from land, and more than 
!00 fathoms deep, to tho verge of every I 
creek and cove of the bounding coasts i it 
even ascends into the fresh water, 

To support such a mass of living beings, 
tho ocean sends her periodical musses of 
other living beings ; and these in tho econ- 
omy of nature, are next in importance, and, 
pf necessity, in abundance in those seas. 
Nature furnishes two successive tribes of 
animals as food for one tribe ; and for the 
three together, this busiest part of the ocenn 
seems to exist. 



The Con. — The cod is accompanied at 
one season by shoals of myriads of the cap- 
elin {Salmd arcticus) and at another by 
equal hosts of that molluscous animal tho 
cuttle-fish (Sepia Zioligo), called in New- 
foundland the Squid. The three animals 
are migratory ; and man, who stations 
himself on the shores for their combined 
destruction, conducts his movements ac- 
cording to their migrations. By art he 
captures annually more than two hundred 
millions of the cod with the bdpelin, and 
one hundred millions with trip cuttle-fish. 
On the coast of Labrador, and in the north 
part of Newfoundland, the cod is so abun- 
dant, that it is hailed on shore with seines 
in vast quantities. Thus, by these throe 
means, and the use of herrings and shell- 
fish for bait, alonjr the southern shores of 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, there is caught 
in the British North American seas, up- 
wards of four hundred miliums of cod 
annually. 

There appear to be four varieties or kinds 
of the cod in these Heus ; but their history 
has not been sufficiently attended, to deter- 
mine their relations to each other OS species 
or variety. The first is the bank-cod, found 
on the great bunk, many miles from land ; 
the second is the shoro-cod, caught in the 
bays around the shores, and in the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence ; the third is the red-cod, 
(Gudu.i cattarilts), resembling the rock-cod 
or red-ware codling of Scotland, caught 
near the shores ; the fourth and most re- 
markable, is what may be called the setil- 
headed-cod, from its head resembling that 
of a seal or dog. The haddock ( Gadus 
JEglefinus), of a large size, is also met with 
among the proper cod. All the kinds ap- 
proach towards one size, and are caught 
and dried promiscuously by the fishermen. 
The bank-cod differs from the other varie- 
ties in his place of resort, which is almost 
always on tho banks, at a distance from 
land ; he is also larger and stronger, with 
largo scales and spots ; his body is of a 
lighter color throughout, with the spots 
more generally diffused, and more dis- 
tinctly marked : his flesh, too, is firmer. 
The shoro-cod resembles most the cod in a 
healthy state on the coasts of Britain, and 
is that of which the greatest quantity is 
caught, owing to its being most conveni- 
ently taken : the back is of a dusky-brown 
color ; tho belly, silvery or yellowish, and 
the spots in general not remarkably dis- 
tinct. The red-cod is probably larger than 
our rock-cod, and is not numerous. The 
seal-hoaded-cod is of tho same color and 
size as the shore-cod, and its head is, in 
like manner covered with skin ; and it is 
comparatively rare. The young cod, tom- 
cod, or podley, swarms in summer in all 
the harbors and shallow. waters. 

There are some other differences in the 
cod, which may partly arise from difference 
of latitude and of coasts or grounds, where 
they are found. Thus, the farther north, 
the less oil is obtained from them, their 
livers being smaller; 'and the bank-cod 
yields the least oil of any. 

The cod is sometimes caught six feet in 
length, but there are accounts of its having 
been taken larger. All the kinds of cod 
obey the same general laws of migration. 
They shift according to the changes of 
temperature in their element, arising from 
the seasons, and with the supplies of food 
which invariably accompany these changes. 
The bunk-cod seems to be the most station- 
ary. 

As wo advance northward from the Gulf 
of Saint Lawrence, the migrations of the 
coil assume a more decided character, anil 
it strikes in in greater abundance. This 
holds us for north as fishing-posts huvo yet 
boon established on the const of Labrador. 
Tho sumo applies to the migrations and 
abundance of tho othor fishes inhabiting 
these sous, nioro ospociully of those con- 
nected with tho cod, and they arise together 
from, tho sumo gonoral causes, In the Gulf 
of St, Lawrence, Lut, W -IS", particularly 
along tho shores of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Canada, and the adjacent Is- 
lands, whore shell-fish are more abundant 
than farther to the north, and where per- 



haps; in consequence, more other fishes, re- 
main in the winter, the herring arrives in 
Spring about the same time that it arrives 
on the coast*" of Newfoundland and Labra- 
dor, in April and May, when the cod, in 
consequence becomes equally abundant at 
llll places ; but afterwards, worlds of food 
arrive on the coasts of Newfoundland and 
Labrador; at first the capelin, over the 
shores of both these countries, and then 
again the cuttle-fish, around the shores of 
Newfoundland ; they never failing to bring 
in with them their hosts of cod, and to re- 
tain them ut these shores during the sum- 
mer. Neither the capelin nor any equiva- 
lent, uppoars at the countries further south, 
although the cuttle-fish visits, and some- 
times in considerable quantities, tho east 
coast of Nova Scotia and Cape Breton : 
][rnce the rire-emiiienco of Newfoundland 
and Labrador as a fishing station, over every 
other part of the nortnern hemisphere. 

At Labrador, and in the north part of 
Newfoundland, where the length of the 
summer is not more than six weeks or two 
months, the hook and line arc often laid 
aside for the seine ; for it is necessary that 
enough of cod should be taken within the 
first two or three weeks, otherwise the re- 
innidor of the warm weather would not be 
sufficient to dry it. Hence tho cod-fishery, 
according to the present mode of curing, 
which is, with the exception of a very tri- 
fling proportion, by drying the fish hi the 
sua, cannot be carried on further north 
than a certain latitude. 

Tho fishery of Newfoundland commen- 
ces in June, as soon as tho capelin appears 
on the coast, and ends about tlie beginning 
of September, when the cuttle-lish begins 
to move oil* the shores. The capelin is the 
bait used during tho first month or six 
wei'ks and after that the cuttle-fish. 

"When bait is scarce, considerable num- 
bers of cod are caught by jigging ; the jig- 
gers boing un artificial bait, with hooks af- 
fixed. 

The processs of curing the cod requires 
about a month in favorable weather. 

( If the four-hundred millions and upwards 
of cod that arc taken annually out of tho 
British North American Sens, about one 
hundred millions, or sixty thousand tons, 
are exported in a dried state by the British, 
to the warm countries of Europo and Amer- 
ica: Of the remainder, a part equal to 
double that of the British is taken away 
by the Americans, — a part by the French, 
— and a part is consumed in the countries 
themselves. 

It is from the livers of the cod-fish, that 
tho cod-oil of commerce is made. These 
are exposed in casks, and sometimes in 
vats, to the sun, and the heat in all these 
countries is sufficient to render them into 
oil. Thorp is a falling off, some years, in 
the average quantity of oil obtained from 
the cod throughout the British fisheries ; 
but the Froucn having the exclusive right 
of fishing at those parts of the island where 
the different kinds of fish abound most, it 
is probable that the quantity of oil in pro- 
portion to the quantity of fish caught, in- 
cluding all the fisheries, in any one year 
may not vary very much. 

As tin; sun withdraws from the north, 
the temperature of the surface water de- 
creases ; its vivifying principle vanishes, 
and it is no longer inviting to the free in- 
habitants of the deep. The cuttle-fish 
begins to retire, and with it man ends his 
warfare with the cod. All feel the warn- 
ing, and begin to retire to the strongholds 
in their respective elements, leaving the 
Hold of thoir industry ami summer rejoicing, 
where hif, earth, and water hail met in 
harmony together, soon to become the 
conflicting scene of un artic winter.

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COLONIAL BUILDINGS. 

Experience, sound judgment, and a dis- 
criminating tusto induces governments 
everywhere to construct their public build- 
ings with u view to durability, utility, aud 
ornament. Were we to give credence to 
the following extract from a message of 
the govornor to tho Assembly, May, 8, 
1859, we would receive the impression that 
that those principles had been kept in view : 
" I propose to concentrate tho public offices 
on that spot ajler a plan laid out on the 
most approved principle for health, conve- 
nience, aud orjiahient." But if wo exam- 
ine the result, it will afford an occasion to 
exclaim, — " save nie from my friends" — 
No one competent to draw a plnn or accept 
one, would have hesitated one moment in 
rojoctiug the contemptible design, which 
is now being carried into execution. No 
one with any pride of country would ever 
invito a stranger to examine our colonial 
buildings, except to show tho way in which 
the Imperial treasury was attacked, during 
tho existence of the Comio Colonies. A 
traveller placed suddenly among the build- 
ings would consider that ho was surrounded 
by a farm house, with an outhouse on each 
side, and a blacksmith shop and two barns 
in tho rear. When ho examined the gin- 
gerbread brick-linish,— -tho want of style, 
order, or proportion in the architecture, he 
would assort that tho proprietor and archi- 
tect had been to town once in their lives, 
and had soon a town clock, and had bought 
a picture of n Chinese house, and that from 
these had boon formed tho plan of the six 
structures, now being constructed across 
James' Hay, at an expense of $'JO,000 when 
all is included. 

We aro authorised to state, by competent 
contractors, that a fire-proof brick building, 
durable, convenient, and ornamental — 
adopting nn order of architecture — could 
have been constructed without any greater 
expense and within tlio same time in 
which those six nondescripts aro built. 
In that case wo would have had a colonial 
edifice a credit to the country ; and not 
such gingerbread contrivances as arc now 
saddled on us unconstitutionally. Then 
the Council Ohnmbor, Hall of Representa- 
tives, with Committee Rooms, — and the 
offices of Secretary, Treasurer, Surveyor 
General, Customs, Registrar, &o., would 
all have been rendered contiguous and con- 
venient under ono roor, instead of being 
scattered over a ten acre lot, presenting 
the most ludicrous appearanco imaginable 
to any one conversant with " tho most ap- 
proved principle," of architecture, Con- 
trary to good taste, but with a manifest 
exhibition of vanity, the Secretary and 
Governor's offices are placed in front, hiding 
tho barn for tho use of tho Assembly, 
lie fore, the presont instance, we have failed 
to see a building destined for the sittings 
of an Assembly treated as secondary to the 
executive offices, Tho most conspicuous 
public edifice in all countries having repre- 
sentative institutions is used by tho represen- 
tatives of the people; here, however, tho dig» 
nifiod usages of other countries are reversed. 
For buildings constructed as though the 
government would be ephemeral tho ex- 
pense is enormous. The contracts nro : 
Government House, §11,00,0 j Court House 
and House of Assembly, S",000 each ; Bar- 
rack, Treasurer's, and Surveyor's ollice, 
$3,500 each,— making a total of $35,500. — 
Tho Bridge, §3,500. The alterations and 
additions aro sot down by a contractor as 
making the buildings cost §60,000. If we 



add to this $30,000 loss for the reserve on 
Yates and Government streets, which was 
made by Gov, Blarislinrd, and given up 
lately to tho Hudson's Bay Company con- 
trary to tho grant, and wo have §90,000 as 
the price of our buildings. 

Queen Chai.otte's Island. — Through the 
exertions of Mr. (J. 1. Wight and Major 
Downio tho cxpeditiou to Gold Harbor is 
now in a fair way to he successfully organ- 
ized. Tho schooner Mand Queen has boon 
chartered at 81,000 a month. Tho expedi- 
tion has tho good wishes of everybody ; but 
rather than it should not be fully equipped 
a little "substantial aid" from our citizens 
would help amazingly. A casual remark 
at tho meeting last evening that our mer- 
chants would assist tho oxpedition was re- 
sponded to by heading a list as follows: J. 
U. Carroll, $25; McDonald & Co., !?50 ; 
Dixon, Campbell & Co., S50. Nearly fifty 
miners deposited $10 each.

i HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY. 

Monday, July 18, 1859. 
Light Houses, 

Dispatches which have passed between 
the Governor and Sir E.Bi Lytton, were 
laid on the table, in relation to the con- 
struction of light houses, and to an Imperial 
appropriation for tho purpose. 

Krom these it appears the Imperial Trea- 
sury has advanced X7.000 to construct two 
li^lit houses, a lur^e one on Ruce Rocks ; 
a. smaller one on Fishguard Island, mouth 
of EsquimaU Harbor, Half the sum to be 
paid by'llritisli Columbia and Vancouver's 
Island": the other naif to be borne by the 
Imperial (iovernment. 

A message from the Governor to the 
House, on the 8am subject, states : — 

" It is ray intention to select a site with- 
out delay, for one li^ht house on the Hace 
Hocks, and for n second and smaller li^ht 
at the entrance of Esquiinalt Harbor. We 
will then provide material, and enter on 
the construction of these important works 
us soon n« wo receive drawings of the lan- 
terns, and tons of the towers, which are 
daily expected from England, for the in- 
formation of the engineers wlio design 
the towers. 

It is the intention of II. M, Government 
to provide and send from England the lan- 
terns and light apparatus, and it it, supposed 
the remainder of the Parliamentary grunt 
of £7,000 will be sufficient to meet the 
expense of the buildings. 

The cost of maintaining those lights, is 
to bo borne by the colony. And I have, 
therefore, to urge u] on tho House the pro- 
priety of entering upon the consideration 
of tho ways and means, to meet the outlay, 
either by imposing a direct tax on property, 
or by charging a light due on all ships 
entering the harbors. 

The House will also be prepared to repay, 
without dcluv, the proportion of the advance 
of £7,000, chargeable to Vancouver's Is- 
land, viz., £1,750." 

Sonic disctiBston occurred on the subject 
of the light house at the mouth of Esqui- 
mau Harbor. 

Messrs. Pomborton and McKay objected 
to having the light, except so situated as to 
benefit both harbors. 

The License Bill was read a third time 
and passed. 

The Speaker gave notice of an intention 
to move in committee for the reduction of 
Harbor Dues, now charged on vessels, and 
would move an address to the Governor on 
the subject. 

Mr. Pomberton asked for a committee to 
take into consideration the dispatches in 
relation to light houses, at MoHnloy's 
Point, and include the Victoria harbor im- 
provements. 

Mr. McKay agreed to it. 

It was made the order of the day for 
Tuesday next. 

Mr. Yates hoped the House would take 
into consideration the petition of the inhab- 
itants of Victoria, on the same day. 

Consideration deferred. 

Adjourned until Tuesday next, at 11 
o'clock.

The same 
day a fight had occurred, between Chief 
Ebbetts and the Indians who were in a 
canoe, in the rear of the schooner, — and a 
party of Wiletans. Ebbetts lost three 
killed, one his boy Charles. The party- 
was progressing finely. 

CST" The Supreme Court met on Mon- 
day, but was postponed till Tuesday next, 
on account of some informality in the 
issuance of the summonses for jurors. 
Only one summons was accidentally^ un- 
signed ; and not n number as reported. 

Sunk. — The steamer Julia as she was 
coming in to Kaindlcr's wharf yesterday' 
accidentally struck and capsized, with her 
wheel, the boat and pile-driver of Mr. 
Morris, at 11. 15. Company's new wharf, 
when it sunk immediately. The snug 
little sum of $1500 has been asked for 
damages.
